LABOR'S DEMAND. 


Resolutions Introduced in Con- 


gress for Free Silver Coinage. 


ndorsed by the Bloat Powerful Labor 
Organizations It* the Countrj—Tbe 


AddreSa Acrompauylinf Them. 


WASBIVGTOS, Aug. 21.—Representa- 


tive Hartman, of Montana, presented 
in the house today resolutions for the 
free coinage of eilver which are regard- 
ed by the silver advocates as one of 
the most significant expressions in favor 
of their doctrine which has been en- 
acted by legislation of the past year. 
The resolutions have been considered 
and adopted during the present session 
by the most powerful labor organisa- 
tions of the country; are strongly 
worded and are eiqned by the chief 


The 


signers are: J. "W. Sovereign, grand 
master workman, and John W. Hayes, 
secretary and treasurer, of the Knights 
of Labor; Samuel Compere, president 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
Marion Butler, president of National 
Farmers Alliance, Henry H. Trenor. 
president, and P. J. McGuire, secretary 
of the Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners; P. M Arthur, chief of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive engineers; 
C. A Eolicson, president of the Farm-

Sargent, grand master workman, and 
F. "W. Arnold, secretary and treasurer 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men, and John McBride, president of 
the United Mine Workers of America. 


Accompanying the resolutions is an 


address "to the members of the organ- 
ized labor and all other producers and 
toilers throughout the United States," 
which led to the adoption. The ad- 
dress declares that' In view of the gen- 
eral distress at a time when j^ranaries 
are full and by the natural order of 
things producers and toilers should be 
enjoying the fruits of their labors, it 
seems the time has come for united 
action on the part of those who create 
the wealth of the country." 
One of the 


causes which have brought about this 
condition, the address says, to be the 
departure from the wise bimetallic 
financial policy of Washington, Jeffer- 
son and Hamilton and the substitution 
of the mono metallic policy dictated by 
the European money holders and their 
American allies. 


A review of financial legislation * is

force and proper distribution of the 
same. We believe this injustice to our 
people should have your prompt atten- 
;ion " 


The board of health hss its little 


story to tell along with the rest 
It is 


as follows, in part* 


"We are gratified to report that at 


present the city :s almost entirely free 
Trom contagious or infectious diseases 
We also feel that we are in a safe sam 
tary condition with one exception. In 
the northeastern part of the city there 
are a great many caaes of typhoid fever 
These are most of by a malignant type 
and a large percentage are saiu to be 
fatal 
There seems to be two causes 


for this; one is the openings of sewers, 
and the other is the impurity of the 
drinking water. 


"In this connection we would advise 


the appropriation of J1QO of the allow- 
ance made to the board of health fund, 
as a yearly salary for Dr. Gross, to ex- 
amine especially this supposed cause of 
typhoid and also all other things com- 
ing under the duties of food and drink 
inspection. 


"The old tannery still stands, but our 


visit to it revealed a naradUe when 
comparing it with two months ago. In- 
stead of twenty men there were today 
but two, but still there is a stench 
which smells like a nuisance 


"The board has received 150 death 


reports, 116 births, sixty-three males 
and fifty-three females. 


"Tne sanitary officers have served 


1,116 notices for cleaning alleys, prem 
ises, cutting weeds, draining ponds, 
etc., etc. They placed on houses where 
there were contagious diseases thirty- 
three cards, twelve were diphtheria 
and twenty-one scarlet fever cards. 
These, however, fail to give us the num- 
ber of contagious diseases, as there 
might be more than one case in several 
of the houses " 


The board also complains of its in- 


ability lo get tbe doctors and midwivea 
to give complete birth records.

Titere may bo good and sufficient 
reasons which we so far away cannot 
understand, but at this distance it cer- 
tainly seems that the republic of Hawaii 
did an unjust and ungracious thing 
when she refused citizenship to the Jap- 
auese within her borders.

shah of Persia is from the queen of Eng- 
land. The course of'the Japanese since 
the beginning of the present war has 
been such as to call out tho unqualified 
admiration certainly of all Americans. 
An instance of this is found in the cir- 
cular of instructions issued by their 
consul at Portland, Or., to the mikado's 
subjects • 011 tho Pacific coast Here is 
pare of it:

You aro forbidden 
to organize military companies, purchase am- 
munition or act in anyway contrary to thelaira 
which M» binding In neutral countries. Yon 
are requested to bo very careful and Hpriclit 
In yonr dally intercourse with the Chinese res- 
idents of this country, thus upholding tLe 
laws of public i:csce and good order.

When the iNicaragua canal shall be a 


fixed fact and its history comes to be 
•prirteu, uo one man will figure in the 
story so prominently as tho late General 
Daniel Macaulay. To no one man will 
its success bs so greatly owing as to 
him. 
At least so far-'back as 1877—per- 


Jirps longer—it was his glorious day 
dream. That he died at Managua, tho 
capital of Nicaragua, of the fever of tho 
country—that, too, before ho had seen 
the realization of his fond hope—is one 
of the strange turns fate serves mortals. 


General Daniel Macaulay was a 


brother of the famous actor, Barney 
Macaulay, and resembled him strongly. 
Ho lived in Indianapolis many years, 
and, though most, persons called" him 
General Dan Macaulay, to the people of 
Indianapolis he will always bo known 
us Mayor Dan Macaulay. He was as 
brave as ho was great hearted, and he 
and his brigade did some desperate 
fighting during the civitwar. 


In tho wiutor of 1878 ho was be- 


foro congress trying to induce it to 
take up tho Nicaragua canal and fur- 
ther the enterprise at least by its ap- 
proval and an official charter. He has 
worked for its interests ever since, 
through good and ill. At tho time of 
his death he was the resident represent- 
ative of the Canal company in Nica- 
ragua, The saddest part of it all is that 
jio did not live to see tho canal com- 
pleted.

Tbe3r«er Entrance or the Long; Inland 


Railroad. 


.NEIV YORK, Aug. 21.—Ground has 


been broken at the New York end of 
the New Blackwell's Island bridge, 
which is to furnish the Long Island 
railroad an entrance into New York 
City 
There was no ceremony about it 


The first act was performed by an engi 
ueer and gang of men who were set to 
work marking out the location for the 
pier on the New York side at the foot 
of Sixty-fourth street 
The bridge will 


have a capacity of four railroad tracks 
if need be, besides a road way and foot 
walks on either side. The spans over 
both channels of the river will each be 
855 feet 
The span on the island will 


be 635 feet between the centers of the 
piers. The distance between the cen- 
ters of the two extreme piers will be 


"2 S55 feet It will reach squarely across 
the river, touching the Long Island 
shore at Ravenewood and forming a 
junction with the Long Island rail- 
road at Sunnyside, midway between 
Long Island City and Woodside. The 
approach on the Long Island side will 
be a steel viaduct. In order to furnish 
a more direct route to Manhattan and 
Brighton Beach and a "cut off" wil] 
probably be built connecting with, thi 
Manhattan Beach division of the Long 
Island road. It is calculated that pas 
aengers from Union station, at Third 
avenue ana Sixty-fourth street, New 
York city, can reach Manhattan Beach 
,n forty minutes without changing cars
